Pomeroy, In., July.—The dead here
pow number 44, Itis one of the sad-
deat seenes ever witnessed, and even
the strongest are compelled to turp
away from some sights at the city hall,
the hospital where the worst of 108 i
jured are, Governor Boies I8 still on
the ground doing all fn his power for
the comfort of the wounded. Physl-
claus and nurees are needed badly, Of
the injured 12 to 20 more will die,

Near Fonda Mrs. E. 8. Gepden and
and two childen were killed, Near
Newell, Juhn Detwiler was kilied and
his wife fatally burt,

In Wright eouuly cight miles west of
B imont, John Louben und his brother
were killed. The total number of
deaths from Lhe storm go fur as heard
from, are 63,

The work of burying the dead at
Pomeroy has commenced. Seventeen
were interred late yesterday, and 20
more will be buried toaasy. A number
of bodles have been shipped away.

The scenes are most heartrending as
relatives from a distance come to gaze
upon the features of Lheir dead.

Two hundred and eight residences
were swept completely from the face of
the earth, not & board belog left. Dead
carcasses of horees, cattle, and hogs are
beiog taken from the ruins today and
buried.

It seeme that as many fatalities re-
sulted from golng into cellars as from
staying sbove ground.

The seven churches of the town are
all demolished. No serylces will be
beld tomorrow. All s sadness and
gloom, The total damage doune the
state by the cyclone is estimated at
eight hundred thousand dollars,

Serious ’l‘rolblels Imminent Over
Labor Riots.

Sealing Controversy Closed —Fight
With Arabs in Congo Land.

PARIS, July 8.—The city was quiet
yesterday, but it lsa broodlog quletness
that anguora ill for order when darkness
sets in. The situation promises to ba-
come oritieal, and only the administra-
tion of the law with a strong hand will
prevent general troubles; but it can be
sald the government Is fully alive to
the condition that confronts it, and Is
prepared for almost any coutingeney.
Wrokmeo have now become Incensed
against the poliee, and propose to show
thelr indigoation aguinst them and
thesr disapproval of the government by
inaugurating a general strike. Anap-
peal sigued by the dolegates of 167 trade
syndiontes was lasued In Parls and the
provinoes requesting workingmen to
quit work., The teosion belween the
Parls nzunicipal council, some of whose
members are avowedly wsoclalistin, and
the government shows no sigos of les-
sening, The counpll held s mesting at
which several members made speeches
in which they violently denounoced the
government for supporied “the police
In what was termed high-handed,reck-
less disregard of the lew.
